NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Prof«e»or 
Stockard of the Cornell 
University 
Medical 
College 
has 
announced 
through the Journal ut the American 
Medical Association bis discovery of 
t he effect of alcohol on racial degener­ 
ation. 
The result of the investigation has 
shown conclusively that alcohol may 
affect the offspring through either par­ 
ent. In order that records of degener­ 
ates, statistics on insanity 
and 
the 
great quantity of other 
contributed 
evidence could be verified by actual 
tests, the doctor began his 
experi­ 
ments on lower animals. 
Dr. Stockard took 
a 
number 
pf 
guinea pigs and gave them an alco­ 
holic treatment by an inhalation meth­ 
od. 
First he mated males that had 
been alcoholic^ treated with normal 
females. 
Then in the maternal tests 
alcoholic females were paired with 
the untreated males. 
Before the actual experiments were 
begun, nine matings of normal ani­ 
mals in the same group gave forth 
nine living litters of seventeen vigor­ 
ous young. 
It was found that the offspring of 
the alcoholic parents in nearly every 
Instance showed traces of the 111 ef­ 
fects of the liquor, many being 
of 
stunted growth, others dying early and 
many others being still-born. 
In fourteen matings of alcoholic sub­ 
jects a single offspring was born. But 
th iB one died at a very early age, Buf­ 
fering from terrible convulsions.
